However, the Government’s. action through 
the Commissioners conclusively disposes of 
the rubbish written about the Irish tenants 
being able to pay rent, but refusing through 
sheer dishonesty. The Times to-day gives 
prominence to a letter from a correspondent 
who alleges that he knows a man who will not 
pay his rent, and who has £700 in gold 
under the floor of his cabin. His 
cabin,’’ says the Times, is literally 
paved with gold.“ It really seems that the 
well-to-do classes persuade themselves that 
the poor people of Ireland, whose squalor is 
apparent to every superficial observer on the 
spot, are quite tobe envied. Fifty years ago 
Inglis saw common household bread sold on 
the Irish race course as a luxury and things 
have not much improved since in spite of gold 


floorings. 
FREE TRADE. 


How strong a hold free trade principles have 
here wasrecently seen in the panic among 
the Tories when they thought they might be 
identified with protection, Even the newly 
elected anti-home rule member from 
Winchester is an orthodox free 
trader. Hartington and Goschen almost 
daily proclaim their fidelity to free 
trade, because they can not help feeling that 
they are now in bad company. As for 
Goschen, his reputation as a business man is 
destroyed by his latest scheme for 
the issue of new 8 per cents. He 
is obliged now to charge 1 per cent 
premium, but this is altogether insufficient. 
The best authorities show that even supposing 
the British security was a quarter per cent 
less than the American, the price 
should be 106 instead of 101. It is quite pos- 
sible that party reasons are at the bottom of it 
and supporters of the Government perhaps 
had early information of the proposed issue. 
At all events, I have heard this opinion openly 
expressed, and it is signidcant thatthe stock 
was quoted at about 8 per cent premium be- 
fore the general public ever heard of it. 


THE JUBILEE EXPOSITION 


Formally Opened by the Pope in the Vati- 
can. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Rome, January 7.—At noon yesterday the 
Pope formally opened the Jubilee Exposition 
in the great hall dedicated to the display of the 
wonderful collection of presents sent the 
Holy See, and in the presence of avery select 
assemblage of invited guests, made up of the 
entire diplomatic corps in full uniform, the 
College of Cardinals in their state robes, the 
special ambassadors, all the Archbishops and 
Bishops now in Rome, every prominent mem- 


ficers of his court, in full dress. 
The Pope wore his . white robes,. the 
great diamond cross blazing upon his breast, 
which has been presented by the United States 
of Colombid. He was carried to the exhibi- 
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He believed that assurance in the future, ac- 
cording to their faith, will finally conquer the 
world. He closed by saying to the Pope that 
he hoped His Holiness would fill the chair of 
St. Peter's for many years to come. 

THE POPE’S REPLY. 

The Pope looked very happy and made a 
short speech in reply, remaining seated the 
meanwhile. He closed his brief remarks by 
saying that his soul was deeply moved by tbe 
manifestations of love and veneration which 
were reaching him from all parts of the world. 
He regarded them as evidences of 
the power of the Papacy which the 
enemies of the church had vainly attémpted 
todeny. The share taken by the sovereigns 
of the world in the jubilee proved that they 
justly appreciated the importance of the 
Papacy. He concluded by praising the organ- 
izers of the exhibition. The Pope then de- 
clared the exhibition formally opened. After 
this the choir sang a hymn specially composed 
by Maestro Capuccio. The 200 yoices of the 
choir were accompanied by an orcbestra of 
fifty instruments. Committee of Pro- 
moters were then pres to the Pope, who 
addressed to him his special thanks. 

A VIEW OF THE EXHIBITS. 

At 1:30 the Pope left the hall, and followed 
by his court visited the galleries of the exhibi- 
tion, during which the bells were 
rung and one of Gounod’s an- 
thems sung to the accompaniment of 
a band of brass instruments. The Pope mani- 
fested the greatest admiration and pleasure at 
the arrangement of the articles on exhibition. 
The proceedings throughout were most im- 
posing. The building was guarded and order 
was maintained by the noble Palatine Guard, 
by the Swiss Guard and by the Papal Gend- 
armes, who will wear their full uniforms for 
the next three days, during which the exhibi- 
tion remains open for pilgrims only. It 
will be then closed in order to permit the com- 
pletion of arrangemets. It will be definitely 
opened to the public on the 15th. ~ There is a 
very great variety of gifts, perhaps the most 
specially admired of the various departments 
of the exhibition being the Braccio, Nuovo 
Chiramonti, containing the most precious 
gifts. presented by royal personages. At 8 
the ceremonies were complete. The Pope, 
before retiring, visited the committee-room 
and again complimented the managers. 

The P has announced that he will receive 
the Presidents.of the English and American 
colleges in Rome and the British pilgrims on 
the 10th inst. Mgr. Clifford will make the 
necessary arrangements for the reception.

CHRONIC LARYNGITIS. 


The Lendon Lancet on the German Crown 
Prince’s Disease. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, January 7.—The Lancet to-day 
has the following about the Crown Prince: In 
our issue of October 15, last year, we pointed 
out that there are two forms of chronic inflam- 
mation of the larynx, one in which the mu- 
cous membrane alone is affected, which is of 
a trivial nature, often lasting a lifetime with- 
out causing any other inconvenience than oc- 
casional hoarseness; and another more seri- 
ous disease, which leads td interstitial thicken- 
ing, ulceration and excresences. We ex- 
pressed the hope at that time that 
the excellent general health of the 
Crown Prince would prevent the development 
of these symptoms. It appears that after all 
the illness of His Imperial Highness partakes 
of the characterof the more severe form of 
chronic laryngitis. In the early part of No- 
vember, when the great consultation of phy- 
sicians took place, there was a rapidly-grow- 
ing tumor with an ulcerated surface and an 
enlargement of the glands of the neck. A- 
though no microscopic examination of the 
growth could be made, it is not surprising 
that the physicians in attendance considered 
themselves justified in believing the disease to 
be cancer. 

The signs, we are able authoritatively to 
state, are completely changed. The growth 
has shrunk to a fourth of ite former bulk, the 
ulcer on its surface was healed and its place 
is occupied by a cicatrix, while the enlarge - 
ment of the glands has totally disappeared. It 
is obvious that the condition now is, there- 
fore, the very opposite to which presented 
itself in November, and it may not unreasona- 
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walk, from which he suffered no ill effects.

GERMAN BUSINESS SUPREMACY. 

Crry or MEXICO, VIA GALVESTON, January 7. 
—Berlin advices received here are to the effect 
that a loan of 32, 000, 000 for Mexico will be ar- 
ranged before the close of this month on terms 
favorable to this country, and itis also stated 
thatthe German Government approves the 
placing of German capital here, where Ger- 
mans have built up alarge and lucrative trade, 
These German houses, which nearly control 
the wholesale trade of Mexico, owe their su- 
premacy to the system of long credits given to 
customers in the interior of the conntry 
and to economical management. They have 
driven the English houses, with only two or 
three exceptions, out of business, The French 
have monopolized the dry goods trade in the 
larger cities. Both the German and French 
houses in their operations here have their 
rights clearly and particularly defined in com- 
mercial treaties. There is as yet no commer- 
cial treaty with Great Britain, but the 
English Minister some timeago arranged a 
protocol which gives to English citizens here 
the rights enjoyed by the most favored na- 
tionalities. The English are endeavoring to 
bring about negotiations for a compreben- 
sive commercial treaty and hope 
to gain a solid foothold here. 
American interests, although now amounting 
to nearly $200,000,000, are absolutely with- 
out treaty protection, as the treaty defining 
the status of Americans in business here has 
lapsed. Gen. Jackson, while United States 
Minister here, gave his attention to the sud 


ject of a treaty and had outlined a plaz tor 


one, but nothing has been donein the matter 
since his resignation. The Mexican Govern- 
ment stands ready to undertake in a 
friendly spirit the negotiation of a treaty 
adapted to modern times and the railway 
era. Mexican statesmen cannot understand 
the indifference in this matter of the American 
Government, and the American residents here 
are anxious for a treaty. 

The Government has declared free of duty 
everything entering into the construction of 
telegraph and telephone lines. 

THE QUICKSILVER MINES. 

The rapid rise of quicksilver in London is 
giving an impetus to the working of quické 
silver mines here. and endeavors will be made 
to work selveral newly discovered deposits in 
the Northern States.

The Mohan Retrenchment Commission is 
preparing to hold several sessions before the 
meeting of the House. Chairman Mohan has 
been at the City Hall nearly every day during 
the Christmas holidays gathering testimony. 
Harbor-Commissioner Murphy is compiling a 
statement of employes and their du- 
ties in the Harbor and Wharf Depart- 
ment for presentation to the committee; 
Similar lists will be requested from each of 
the heads of departments. Particular atten- 
tion will be devoted to the Street Department. 
Some of the Councilmen are disposed to wait 
until the Mohan committee completes its in- 
quiry before taking up the employes’ residence 
bill, which is now in the Council Committee on 
Municipal Affairs, This bill provides as fol- 
lows:

A Broad Bill. 


The Committee on Public Improvements of 
the Council has under consideration a bill of 
considerable interest tothe owners of large 
buildings. It was introduced by Councilman 


O'Malley, but has so far made slow progress 
in its course through the Ir Assembly. 
By this bill it is made the duty of the owner of 
every building used or intended to be used as 
a hotel, factory, manufactory, theater, 
tenement house, seminary, college, academy, 
hospital, asvium, hail or place of amusement, 
or any building forty feet high or upwards, to 
ence fire escapes and standpipes on the same. 

here the general aim of the bill is 
goed it specifies rather pointedly the style 
ofthe fire attachment. It concludes with a 
bulldozing provision to the effect that, in 
cases where the owner, after notification shall 
fall to erect the pipe and escape, the Commis- 
sioner of Buildings shall have the right to 
erect it and assess the cost asa lien against 
the proporty. The bill also provides that in 
cases of violation of its provisions losses 
suffered by neighbors from fires, R in 
the building without the ignated 
appliances, may be sued for as 
damages, and that injuries sustained 
by persons through suc failure shall 
especially recommend themselves to civil 
courts as deserving of monetary compensa- 
tion. As will be seen by these provisions, the 
billisa — * — one, setting forth some 
fundamental principles on the law of dam- 
ages, culpable negligence, accident and visita- 
tions of Providence and at the same time cre- 
ating a demand for connected fire escapes and 
upright stand-pipes such as described in the 
ordinance.

THE CROPS. 


An Estimate Prepared for Publication by 
the Agricultural Department. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 7.—The esti- 
mate of acreage, product and value of corn, 
wheat and oats for each State and Territory, 
has been prepared for publication by the 
Statistician of the Department of Agriculture, 
The area of corn harvested, excluding aban- 
doned or worthless acreage Is 72,000,000 acres In 
round numbers; product, 1,456,000,000 bushels; 
value, $646,000,000. Area of wheat, 87,400,000 
acres; product 466,000, 000 bushels; value, $309, - 
000,000. Area in oats nearly twenty-six million 
acres; 1 659,000,000 bushels; value, 
$200 , 000 


The reports of winter wheat do not show 
much decrease of area. In Texas there is con- 
siderable increase and slight incréase in some 
other States. The average decline appears to 
be between land2per cent. In Kentucky, 
97; Ohio, 99; Michigan, 98; Indiana, 100; Llli- 
nois, 981 Missouri, 99; Kansas, 98. 

The condition is affected somewhat by the 
dryness of the seed bed in the district that 
suffered from drouth, delaying seeding, 
germination and owth. The late rains 
greatly improved the situation. The average 
of condition is 95, ranging in the principal 
States from 90 to 98. The condition of the win- 
— rye coincides very closely with that of 
wheat.

A Trade -Mark Brand Sustained. 


In yesterday’s paper was published under 
the heading ‘‘A Trade-Mark Not Sustained’’ 
a part of the opinion of the Court of Appeals in 
the case of the Trask Fish Company vs, F. 


Wooster & Co. The case was not brought to 
sustain the words ‘‘Selected Shore Mackerel’’ 
as a trade-mark, but to enjoin the defendant 
from fraudulently imitating the plaintiff’s 
brand of selected shore mackerel. he opin- 
ion of the Court of Appeais deciding this, the 
real point in the case, is as follows; 

The restraining order forbids the use of a 
brand or stencil mark which shall resemble 
the brand hereinafter specifically described, 
and the use of certain words and figures, ‘the 
whole arranged in circular form of about six 
and one-half inches in diameter, etc.’ The de- 
cree copies in fac simile (except as to extent of 
surface occupied) three complete brands, 
of which the firstis that adopted and used 
by the plaintiff, and the two others are 
those of the defendants, before that time 
appearing on their packages. The 
details of form, style and shape 
are given in each instance, and the defendants 
are directed not to imitate them in the brands 
or marks on any packages which they may 
thereafter offer for sale. This action of the 
court was correct throughout. It is not essen- 
tial to the protection of a trader ainst a 
rival’s fraudulent interférence with his busi- 
ness that he shall have a trade-markto be 
pirated. ‘The right to a technical trade-mark 
in the strict sense of the word is not necessury 
to entitle the complainant to relief.’—[McLean 
vs. Fleming, 9 U. 8., 245.] It enough 
if the wrong-doing rival uses any let- 
ters, marks, shapes, devices or symbols 
so nearly like those ene employed by 
the complainant to distinguish his wares that 
purchasers from him may be likely to believe 
that they are getting the goodf of the com- 
plainant. Purchasers do not usually scrutin- 
ize and treasure in thelr memories sach par- 
ticular word, letter or mark appearing in a 
brand or label, but the general style and effect 
are more easily remembered, Two brands or 
labels, therefore, may differ In several matters 
of detail and yet may so resemble each other 
in general effect that many people will 
readily take the one for the other. 
Imitations to such an extent as does or 
reasonably may deprive atrader of sales or 
lucrative business which would otherwise 
come to his hands is a wrong for which equity 
will afford redress. The evidence in this case 
excludes all supposition that the close re- 
semblance of the defendants’ packages to 
those of the plaintiff, in numerous n 
was merely accidental and not the result of 
deliberate design for a special object. The

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THE BRUSH ELECTRIC LIGHT STATION DE- 
STROYED. 


A Noon Fire Without a Cause—Superin- 
tendent Bagnall’s story — Frightened 
Factory Girls—Probable Loss—No Pros- 
pect of Light From the Station To-Night 
—Buildiag and Plant Fully Covered by 
Insurance, 


Shortly after noon an alarm was sounded 
from Eighth and Market and simultaneously 
from Sixth and Walnut fora flre in the Brush 
electric light station, in the rear of A. A. 
Condon’s bakery, southwest corner of 
Seventh and Walnut streets. When Chief 
Lindsay and the machines arrived the second 
floor was blazing fiercely. Three streams of 
water were poured in from the sides and the 
west end of the building, the pipemen stand- 
ing on ladders at the second floor windows, 
The building is two stories high, running back 
to the alley on Walnut street, 100 feet. At the 
end ofthe building and on the corner of the 
alley is the office of the station. The engines 
and dynamos which furnish the current for 
some hundreds of arc and incandescent elec- 
tric lamps in various portions of the city were 
on the first floor. The second floor was filled 
with wire and lamps. At the west end of this 
floor were some work benches. 

ERNEST J. BAGNALL, 
the Superintendent of the company, said, 
while the fire was burning sullenly: 
J was on the second floor a few moments 
before the fire broke out, telling some 


workmen about some repairs to lamps. I 
went down to the office and had not been 
there five minutes when I heard the men ery- 
ing ‘fire!’ I ran up-stairs and found the en- 
tire place ablaze. The fire seemed to come 
from all quarters. I could not locate it as 
starting from any single point.’’

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TIGHTENING THEIR GRIP. 


Reading Strikers Crowding the Company— 
The Cigarmakers’ Fight. 


READING, Pa., January 7.—The coal shipped 
over the Reading Road since the opening of 
the week has decreased steadily day by day, 
and this morning the company’s tally sheet at 
the office im this city showed that hardly six 
hundred cars had come down the road from 
sundown last evening until to-day. This is 
regarded by all conservative parties as an in- 
dieation that the strikers are tightening their 
hold. Of these 600, about one hundred and 
twenty-five cars contained soft coal from the 
bituminous regions. Nearly all the anthra- 
cite now shipped comes from the individual 


collieries, the company reserving the small 
supply mined at its own collieries for its own 
use. All the individual collieries now in 
operation, however, are noton the line of the 
Reading Railroad. Some are on the line of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and others on the Le- 
high Valiey, and the products of these are 
shipped over these roads. The railroad hands 
who took the places of the strikers are being 
1 everywhere. Hotel keepers refuse 
to keep them, except at exorbitant rates, and 
—2 of them and the Pinkerton detectives 
are being quartered in old passenger-cars, 
specially fitted up in the shops in this city 
with bunks, stoves and so forth. 

The scarcity of coal and the increased cost of 
that commodity has not yet resulted in the 
shutting down of on of the furnaces 
or manufactories in_ this rei and the 
proprietors generally express a hope that a 
speedy settlement of the strike will avert such 
a course on their part.

The best quality is prepared more carefully 
from the sturgeons alone. The salting is con- 
ducted in long, narrow b of linen, which 
are hung along a cord and half filled with 
roe. A very strong brine is then poured into 
each bag until it overflows. When the brine 
has passed through, the bags are en 
down, carefully squeezed to expel all super- 
fluous liquid, and after ashort exposure to 
the air, packed in casks. The finest quality of 
caviare made is that prepared from the ster- 
let roe; but this is said not to find tts way into 
commerce, being reserved mainly for the 
Ozar’stable. It has been stated that 3,500,000 
pounds of caviaré are annually packed at As- 
trakhan alone. 

Every known method of fish-culture is prob- 
ably pursued in Russia, from the spear to the 
hook, and from the net to the trap; but as the 
Russian fishes for commerce, and not for 
sport, the sanity of a man who prefers a fly“ 
to a an, Boe would be strongly ques- 
tioned. In ozher words, legitimate sport 
is a consideration which never enters the Rus - 
sian’s head. The mag oy A is the best harvest, 
and the best man is he who boasts the big- 
gest take. The fishing season is a time 
of joy, for then each man knows he is 
laying in a stock for the winter or is 
earning his best wages. At the fishing sea- 
son, therefore, the village are full of life and 
merriment.

A Man Imprisoned in Cold Flesh Up to His

Quinine and the Opium Habit. 


From the London Times. 

Mr. John Ferguson, a well-known resident 
of Ceylon and a newspaper proprietor, has 
addressed a letter to the Secretary of the 
Anti-Opium Society on the value of sulphate 


of quinine, or even the Inferior alkaloids from 
cinchona bark, as prophylactics and tonics, 
especially in low-lying and malarial districts, 
where people are addicted to the use of 
opium in order to relieve the fever depres- 
sion. The prevalence of the opium-craving 
in many parts of the world is due, says 
Mr. Ferguson, to the people being subject to 
a low type of fever. This is largely the case 
in China. In England it has been shown that 
the consumption of opium, chiefly in the form 
of laudanum, is very large in the fen districts 
and along the lower banks of the Thames, 
pena about Gravesend. A Lincolnshire 
village druggist stated some years o ina 
letter published in the newspapers, that he 
sold about two gallons of laudanum per 
month retail, besides sixteen or twenty ounces 
of opium itself, mostly to women of the poorer 
classes, who must pinch themselves seriously 
in many ways to purchase the luxury. Many, 
he said, consume an ounce of opium a week, 
some considerably more. The main cause of 
this craving, mga mg to Mr. Ferguson, is 
that the ro live in low and malarial local- 
he suggests that quinine removes 
the craving and acts as a substitute for laud- 
anum. e quotes from Mr. Colquhoun’s 
travels in China to show that the Chinese, 
even in remote ＋ districts along the 
Canton River, know the efficacy of quinine in 
superseding the need for opium, and possibly 
in curing the taste and desire for It. 
A few years ago the prices of quinine and the 
cinchona alkaloids were prohibitory to poor 
1 but the cultivation of the plant in 
ndia, Ceylon and Java has reduced the price 
of the best sulphate of quinine from 10s, lis, 
and even 18s an ounce to half a crown and even 
to less. In 1872 11,457 pounds of cinchona bark 
was exported from Ceylon; now the export is 
from 15,000,000 to 15,000,000 pounds. ut al- 
though the wholesale price of quinine isso 
enormously reduced, the retail prices are fre- 
quently still calculated on the rate from time 
immemorial of £2 for an ounce, which is pur- 
chased for less than 38. ‘

THE TWO PLANS. 

Ex-Gov. PaTrTison’s summing up of 
the wrongs perpetrated by the Pacific 
Railroad managers, and his statement of 
the present status of Pacific Railroad af- 
fairs, are fuller and more forcible, more 
judicial and yet more damnatory,than the 
milder report of the other Commissioners. 
But both reports present the story of the 
management of all the roads as a record 
of gigantio plundering operations and 
shameless wrongs. There is no longer 
any doubt or dispute as to the villainous 
nature and amazing extent of these oper- 
ations, nor as to the guilty purpose of the 
persons who profited bythem. Nobody 
now openly denies that the exemplary 
punishment of these persons and the en- 
forced restitution of their ill-gotten gains 
would be a most desirable vindication of 
public justice, But the question whether 
the United States can afford the risk and 
cost of attempting such vindication has 
separated Gov. Parrisox from his col- 
leagues, and will probably prove the most 
trying question the President and Con- 
gress will have to decide this year. 

The chief merit claimed for the ma- 
jority plan is that it will protect innocent 
purchasers of fraudulent stocks from 
punishment for the sins of others, and at 
the same time afford the only possible 
means of recovering at least a part of the 
large amount due the Government. But 
the majority plan of extending the loan 
for fifty years at 8 per cent on a contract 
mortgage neither can nor will be ac- 
cepted by any but the Union Pacific. 
The privilege accorded by the contract 
mortgage of suing robbers of the roads in 
the name of the companies would be 
valueless, since itis clear from the evi- 
dence taken by the Commission that the 
companies have already compromised 
their claims in all past cases, such as the 
Credit Mobilier and Kansas Pacific frauds, 
and signed written releases which would 
be a bar to any further pursuit of faithless 
trustees in the name of the companies. 

The proposed alternative of forcing the 
rejecting companies to pay all their net 
earnings to the Government is a remedy 
easily evaded by the present managers, in 
whose hands the majority plan would leave 
the management until the Government 
claim matures in 1895. The Supreme 
Court held in the Credit Mobilier cases 
that the Government as a creditor must 
wait tillits claim matures before it can 
have any remedy as a plaintiff against 
the robbers and misfeasant trustees of 
these debtor corporations. For this reason 
the Wilson Committee, in the Credit 
Mobilier cases, reported, in 1873, as Gov. 
PATTISON suggests now, that the Goy- 
ernment’s only remedy is in the revoca- 
tion of charters, throwing these con- 
cerns into the hands of receivers. 

So the majority plan means practically 
a wiping-out of all old scores in the case 
of the Union Pacific, leaving its fraudu- 
lent capitalization unmolested, continu- 
ing it in the hands of its present owners 
under Government supervision for fifty 
years, and trusting to such supervision 
and to honest management for the pay- 
ment of the Union Pacific’s share of the 
debt some fifty years hence. And the 
contract mortgage to secure this payment 
would be subsequent to a funded debt of 
$81,000,000, while the statutory lien is sub- 
sequent to only $27,000,000! 

As to the roads rejecting the plan, the 
proposed alternative would leave them 
just as they are until the Government 
claim matures in 1895. 

The facts set forth by Gov. PATTISON 
from the evidence taken make a powerful 
argument against the majority plan. He 
shows that the management of these 
companies has been faithless from the 
beginning to date; that the swindling of 
the Government and the public has been 
the manifest purpose of those who have 
bankrupted them; that the whole present 
system is a great public wrong and a 
national disgrace; that any extension of 
the debt or postponement of the day of 
rectification would be a respite to the 
guilty and a license to further wrong- 
doing without affording a reasonable 
prospect of recovering the Government’s 
money. He opposes it for the further

UNTAXED PRUIT BRANDY. 

The internal revenue tax puts sucha 
high price on spirits that illicit distillation 
is profitable where nota drop would be 
made if there were no tax to be evaded. 
The abolition of thetax would notonly put 
an end to illicit distillation, but to any dis- 
tillation at all where the moonshinearticle 
ischiefly made, To take the tax off fruit 
brandies and leave it on other spirits 
would put a high premium on the manu- 
facture of fruit brandies, facilitate frauds 
and evasions of the tax by manufacturers 
of spirits from other materials, and 
greatly stimulate the untaxed branch of 
the business at the expense of the taxed 
branch and at the expense of wine mak- 
ing. 

California wine and other native wines, 
for instance, enjoy the protection of du- 
ties ranging from 50to 75 per cent on 
foreign wines, and, with an internal reve- 
nue tax of 90 cents a gallon on spirits, it 
does not pay better to turn the yield of 
our vineyards into brandy than into wine. 
But the removal of the tax on fruit bran- 
dies would put an immense premium on the 
conversion of grape juice into brandy. 
Peach brandy, apple brandy and grape 
brandy, adulterated with moonshine“ 
alcohol, would soon flood the coun- 
try, displace native wines and 
form the cheap stock in trade 
ot all the low dives and saloons. Such a 
change in the spirit tax would soon prove 
fatal to the internal revenue system, and 
in the end would be as injurious to public 
morals as to the interests that demand if 
for their supposed benefit, 

With the protection of a duty of #2 per 
gallon on French brandy, of which an av- 
erage of only 500, 000 gallons is imported, 
American fruit brandies can pay the spirit 
tax of 90 cents and be made as profitably 
as the best Kentucky whisky, command- 
ing as they do about the same price and a 


readier sale for the whole output.

Female Labor.

While a great deal is said from time to time 
about the amount of female labor performed 
on the continent of Europe, comparative sta- 
tiatics that have just been compiled on this 
subject show that in the manufacturing towns 
of Germany the employment of female labor 
amounts to about % per cent, while the aver - 
age of female labor in New England is given at 
about 38 percent. With the total population 
of the United States there is a per- 
centage of female labor of a trie 
over 27 per cent, The agricultural districts of 
Germany show a much larger proportion than 
similar districts in the United States. In cer- 
tain other districts of Germany the percentage 
ot employment of this class is very high. For 
example, in the textile mills of the Black For- 
est district itis 78 per cent, while in Reuss, a 
smal principality south of Leipsic, it rises as 
high as 90 per cent. It will thus be seen that 
in Germany, as in thie country, the larger pro- 
portion of female labor isin those districts 


where textile manufactures are carried on,

Of 
Mayor Francis he was quoted as saying that 
His rule has been anything to advance his 
political interests, and this suit is only what 
he regards as a step in that direction.’’ 
Mr. Gibbs then went on to say that when 
the Water Gas Company was organized 
Mr. Francis was asked to go into it, He was 
enthusiastic about the scheme but said he was 
thinking of becoming a candidate for Mayor 
and was afraid to go in. This, Mr. Gibbs 
thinks, demonstrated that Mr. Francis was 
afraid of antagonizing the old gas monopolies 
and preferred high-priced gas and the Mayor- 
alty to low-priced gas and the chance of politi- 
cal defeat.

THE GROWTH OF MISSOURI. 


A Class of Immigrants Which Have Greatly 
Benefited the State. 

„Few people appreciate the immense 
growth that has taken place during the last 
four years in Missouri, especially in the 
northern and the southeastern sections of the 
State, remarked Hon. Henry P. Shaw 
of Ste. Genevieve to a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter. „„I have carefully watched 


the course of immigration for the last ten 
. and during the last half of that period 
ave observed a great change in the direction 
from which that of Missouri has come. 
Formerly nearly 90 2 cent came from Ken- 
tucky, Southern Indiana and Southern IIlinois, 
and the settlers had seldom more than a few 
hundred dollars to start with. But of late 
years, especially during the last two or three, 
here has been an immense drift of population 
from Northern Wisconsin and the Peninsula of 
Michigan. These men are nearly universally 
well-to-do, have accumulated very considera- 
ble sums of ready money, and leave their 
former homes simply because the lumber sup- 
ply has practically disappeared and they are 
seeking fresh fields. The mass of this imm('- 
gration comes to Southeast Missouri, although 
a good — 2 have gone to Arkansas. This im 
migration has proved already to be ot the 
greatest benefit to the state and will in 
future be of even reater advantage, as 
the men have not yet had time to commence 
operations on alarge scale, but soon will.

BRADSTREE?T’S REPORT. 


The Commercial and Financial Situation of 
the Country for the Past Week. 


By Telegravh to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, January 7.—Special telegrams to 
Bradstreet’s report that the total movement of 
merchandise continues of the relatively small 
volume incident to the opening week of the 
year. In almost all directions, except indus- 
trial regions, dependent for fuel on Southeast- 
ern Pennsylvania, the outlook for the near 


future is regarded as promising, A at St. 
Paul, Chicago, Omaha, Kansas City, St. Joseph 
St. Louis, Louisville, Cincinnati, Detroit an 
Cleveland. But at Philadelphia and at manu- 
facturing centers dependent on Schuylkill 
or Lehigh coal the prospect is dimmed by 
the strike of over 20,000 Reading 
coal miners and some 8,500 rail- 
way employes. This ints 47 ,000 
idle anthracite miners, a total of 55,000 miners 
and railway employes. The chairman of the 
miners’ organization telegraphs Bradstreet’s 
that the miners did not agree to accept lower 
wages or former wages after January 1. An 
examination of the agreement between the 
miners and the Reading officials seems to bear 
out the miners’ view of it. They were to re- 
ceive 8 per cent advance until January 1 and 
now they strike for a continuance of thatrate.It 
is a very serious strike, menacing hundreds of 
millions of capital and threatening to render 
13,000 industrial employes idle. Stocks of coal 
at mills and shops in or near the 3 
regions are equal to about ten days’ supply. 

eading money markets are easier, notably 
Philadelphia, Boston, Kansas Oity, Denver, 
St. Louis and Detroit, at most of which funds 
tend to accumulate, and rates are weakening. 
The January disburgements at Eastern cen- 
ters, aggregating some $70,000,000, helped the 
loan market considerably. 

New York exchange remains at par or pre- 
mium at San Francisco, Louisville, Kansas 
Oly St. Louis, Detroit, St. Paul and Chicago. 

e New York stock market was depressed 
by the oe labor troubles, but later in the 
week show some strength, due to the 
easier money market and a marked inquiry 
for bonds. 

The Treasury debt statement shows a de- 
crease of over $14,500,000 for December and 
over $53 ,800,000 for the half year. Net cash in 
the Treasury amounts to 842,879, an in- 
crease for December of near! $14, 600, 600. The 
increase in the Id and silver holdings are 
small. Our special report from the Treasury 
shows that the Government gross receipts are 

,825, a decrease of over $100,000 against 
t week. The availabie balance is $69,409,229, 
aninorease of over $2,500,000. The Treasury 
balance with depository banks is 6, 440, 261, an 
increase of over $1,700,000. Bonds depos 
on account of national bank circulation show 
a net decrease of $15,000. 

The totals of bank clearings at thirty cities 
having comparisons for four years, as wired 
to Bradstreet’s, aggregate $60,486,000,000, or 
only 8 per cent morethan in 1886, 22 per cent 
over 188, and 14 per cent over 1884. New York 
City lost 6 per cent as compared with 1886. The 
commercial and industrial development of the 
larger interior cities is reflected in the rela- 
sf rapid expansion of bank clearings 

ere. 

The reports to Bradstreet’s of the total stocks

INTERNATIONAL PUGILISM, 


Big Men of the Past Who Crossed the Water 
and Fought Well. 


T. P. Evans in Boston Globe. 

Never in the history of the prize-ring has 
Great Britain been invaded with such an array 
of foreign pugilists as at present. From the 
time when pugilism first obtained a foothold 
in the United States, champions not content 
with victories on their own soil, went abroad 
to do battle with the sons of Britain. The 
greatest of these upheld the dignity of the con- 
tinent with unparalleled success. 


Mollineux, the colored champion, did battle 
with the redoubtable Tom Cribb, and the 
history of the prize ring tells us that had the 
warrior been shown fair play the undefeated 
Cribb would have been worsted. Charley 
Freeman, on British ground, upheld his own 
until he met with an early death. 

Yankee Sullivan braved the perils of the At- 
lantic to meet the gallant Hammer Lane, and 
he succeeded in placing the stars and stripes 
above the union jack. All judges of pugilism 
who witnessed the contest pronounced him 
the greatest phenomenon that ever put 
up a hand. Charley Lynch met the 
best men of his weight, and encountered 
such shining lights of the aay bg as Simon 
Finighty and Young Shaw. Bob Smith, the 
colored wonder, rurely ever talked about, was, 
in the writer’s opinion, one of the greatest 
fighters thet ever lived. His decisive victories 
over Tom and Harry Allen remain as two of 
the hardest figets ever recorded in the history 
of the prize-ring. 

Ot the number who have crossed the 
channel George Roake was perhaps the 
most unlucky, being very easily defeated 
by Denny Harrington. John C. Heenan’s 
memorable battle with Tom _ Sayers still 
lives fresh within the memory Of ring-goers. 
The whole history of fistiana does not furnish 
us with a pugilist so unfortunate as the brave, 
kind-hearted and gentlemanly Heenan. His 
two contests in England were wrested from 
him unfairly. After the Heenan and Sayers 
and the Heenan and King fights American 
pugilists remained at home until Joe Coburn 
crossed to do battle with Jem Mace. The pro-

zie. 

After this America was invaded by British 
pugilists, who found that the rigorous arm of 
the law prevented them from getting a living 
athome. They, too, found the new continent 
far more lucrative for their business than the 


old. 

According to the records, we have had nine- 
teen champions of the American prize ring up 
to the present, viz.: Tom Hyer, Yankee Sulili- 
van, minick Bradley, John Morrissey, 
John C. Heenan, Joe Coburn, Mike McCoole, 
Jim Dunn, Bill Davie, Aaron Jones, Tom 
Allen, Ned O’Baldwin, Joe Wormald, Jem 
Mace, Joe Goss, Jim Elliott, Johnny Dwyer, 
Paddy Ryan and Jobn L. Sullivan. 

The last named opened a new era in the 
— world by offering any man a stipu- 
ated sum who would stand before him three 
or four rounds. The men who have gone down 
before him prove that he is the greatest fighter 
that has lived since Jas. Figg boasted of being 
the first champion. For several years John 
L. has been contemplating a tour to Europe,
